Saturday October 2 was the anniversary of 
Trafalgar. A letter addressed to the Times 
by “A Sludentof Nayal Warfare ' hus called

British Isles, Cujitain Mahan yay almost be 
raid to lave effected ao revolutivn in the 
study of naval history similor in bind to 
that effected. by Copernicus in the domain 
of astronomy. 1t is not difficult to trave the 
inQuenos of this writers teaching in the 
letter of +A Student of Nuyal History.? 
“At Tratalyar,’ writes Qaptain Mahan, * it 
was nat Villearuse that failed, but Napoleon 
thut was vunguished ; nut Nelson that won, 
but England that was saved. . , . 
The tactics ot Trafalgur, whilo opey ta 
criticism in detail, were in their’ main 
jeatures conformable fe the principles of 
war, and their angupity was. justified as 
well hy the urgency of the cnte as by the 
resujts ; but the great Isseans of eficienoy in 
preparation, of activity and energy in 
execution, and of thought and insight on 
ihe part of the English lcader during tbe 
preyicus months are sfrategic lessons, and 
as auch they still remain good.”
